Senate 2nd Reading Amendments

2-12-2007:

15 < requires the repeal of an ordinance establishing a manager form of government if

16 adopted on or after  January 1, 2007  September 1, 2006 ; and { }

2. Page 2, Lines 41 through 42:

41 (ii)  Each governing body that adopted an ordinance establishing a manager form of

42 government under Subsection (1)(a) on or after  January 1, 2007  September 1,{ }

2006  shall repeal the ordinance. 

The motion passed, with Rep. Wyatt voting in opposition.
